Y ankton, D. T., Oct. 7—Reports from 
the surrounding country are to the effect 
that a destructive prairie fire has traversed 
from fifteen to twenty counties between 
Jim River and the Missouri River.

Bonhomme 
counties,

wind. 
The destruction of property is large, but 
no details have been received. Bonhomme 
Village and Springfield Village were saved 
yesterday afternoon only by the hardest 
kind of work. The Bohemian settlements 
of Tabor and Siskoy, some ten miles west 
of this, have suffered severely. The wind

and

ashes and smoke. Six parties have been 
arrested for firing the prairies, but the 
supposition is that the fire was originally 
started by a band of

the country they fired the prairie grass, 
and prevailing 
northwest winds have

Virginian 
wa Jed out to capture him, be held up his 
artus and cried “don’t shoot/’ His pursu­ 
er fired a revolver in his face aud blew his 
brains out. In the bed of the river where 
Lecmau dropped his nile atter leaving the 
rock, a carbine was found one day last 
w eek by a m an w ho stepped upon it while 
wading. It is of the same make as the 
girns which John Brown collected in 
Chambersburg, and with which bu armed 
bit little band of followers. The barrel is

away in places by the action of pebbles 
and water, but the lock spring it at strong 
as ever.

T h e V irg in ia (N ev ad a.) E n terp rise

■ J. Jones, who was tarred and feathered by 
Keno people and then sent out of town on 
the westward bound train, was rn a im a ­ 
ble condition when he reached Truckee. 
The Republican says: ** We saw the vic­ 
tim Thursday night on the Overland train. 
Ile was in a truly pitiable condition. Coal 
tar or gas tar had been used, and used free* 
ly. The substance blisters like a mustard 
plaster. The cuticle will peal off of Mr. 
Jones just as it he had been boiled. His 
hair aud the wound on hie head wag filled 
with tar. His hair stuck out in all direc­ 
tions, or at least a mass of tar stock out. 
The sockets of hit eyes were levml lull of 
solid tar, which seems to have been poor 
into them and Allowed to cool. His whis­ 
kers seemed a large unshapely mass or tar.
